! The people of the United States con- 
I sume 6,440,000,000 pounds of sugar or 
about 76 pounds per capita. Of this 
I about four-fifths is imported, one-fifth 
of which is imported from our posses- 
sions, leaving two-fifths to come from 
foreign sources. Of this three-fifths, 
nearly two-thirds came from Cuba and 
only paid 80 per cent, of the tariff tax 
on sugar. The sugar that came from 
Hawaii and Porto Rico paid no duty. 
What came from the Philippine Islands, 
Qur own possession, was subjected to 
75 per cent of the regular rate of duty. 
Only about 21, 000, 000 pounds were im- 
ported from the Philippines or just 
about one-tenth as much as came in 
free duty from Porto Rico. 

Does this look like a square deal 
to the Philippines to charge them 75 
per cent of the tariff tax and allow the 
Hawaiians to import their products 
free?
